RESOLUTION 

New Delhi , the 2nd April 1955 

No. SV-101(5-I),/G4.—The question of passing on to the cane-grower a legiti¬ 
mate share of the price realised for sugar by factories has been engaging the 
attention of Government for sometime past. A formula for sharing the price was 
drawn up by the South Indian Sugar Mills’ Association with the agreement of the 
cane-growers concerned. As that formula contained some defects and could not 
be applied to the other sugar regions, a modified formula was drawn up by the 
Ministry of Food & Agriculture for application to the whole country in 1963-64. 
While the principles underlying the modified formula have been generally accept¬ 
ed as sound, representatives of cane-growers have been complaining that' their 
percentage share of the sugar price is much too low while owners of the sugar 
industry feel that depreciation and replacement allowance in the formula is too 
little and does not take full account of the present-day cost of machinery and 
spare parts. There is also the necessity of ensuring that any price-sharing formula 
that is fixed does not have the effect of discouraging new factories from coming 
into existence. 

2. Another important question which needs to be examined is the possibility 
of payment for cane based on sugar content. The pi’esent practice of making 
payment by weight does not provide any incentive for the production of cane 
with higher sugar content. 

3. With a view to examining these and other allied questions, the Government 
of India have decided to appoint an Expert Committee constituted as under: —

(i) examine the price linking formula adopted for 1953-54 season and sug¬ 
gest modifications, if any, with a view to its improvement;

(ii) consider the concessions, if any, which should be given to new factories 

in regard to payment of extra price; 

(iii) re-examine the existing formula for the fixation of statutory prices for 

sugar if and when requisitioned from factories and make suggestions 
for improving it; and 

(iv) consider the possibility of payment for cane by factories based on sugar 

content and recommend a practical and, if necessary, phased prog¬ 
ramme for its implementation. 

The Committee will submit its report to the Government of India within a 
period of six months.
